PERFORMANCES at the 
council-funded St Mary’s 
“community” arts centre will 
be censored by church lead¬ 
ers, who also say they will 
ban swearing. 

This means many of the greatest 
works in English literature could be 
off limits. 

Campaigners say this throws into 
question the value of the council-fund¬ 
ed centre, which will receive £100,000 
of tax-payers’ money. 

Jack Cowen has been lobbying the 
council for a proper drama venue in

the town for years. 

He said: “If only certain plays and 
bands are allowed to play there, it’s 
not a free theatre is it? 

“Of course it’s a church and a place 
of worship, but it should stay one. 

“How many Shakespeare plays have 
a bit of fruity language? They won’t be 
allowed. The council should fund a 
real theatre in the town centre.” 

A planning application is about to be 


submitted to Ashford council and 
Reverend Colin Preece, who runs St 
Mary’s, insists the centre will be like 
any normal venue - minus any “inap¬ 
propriate” art. 

If it goes ahead a committee made 
up of church council members and 
politicians will control what plays are 
performed and films shown. 

Mr Preece said: “It is a church build¬ 
ing. Exhibitions and films go on dis¬ 
play here twice-a-year already. I can 
remember one which showed a little 
boy trying to do something or other to 
a woman’s nose. And she said ‘you lit¬ 
tle bugger!’

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HOMELESS: It's kitten season and the pressure on animal charities is greater than ever 

Pets dumped 
on charities as 
recession bites 


ANIMAL charities are 
reporting their worst year 
on record as funding dries 
up and increasing numbers 
of pets are abandoned due 
to the recession. 

Leslie Young, cattery manager for 
the RSPCA Ashford Garden Cattery, 
said: “The situation is worse now 
than it has been since we opened 
three years ago. 

“As far as I’m aware all the shelters 
are full and everyone’s running a 
long waiting list. In the last two 
months we have taken in 45 cats 
people couldn’t afford to keep.” 

Ms Young says the recession may 
well be to blame. She said: “We’ve 
had more requests for welfare assis¬ 
tance with vets’ bills so far this year 
than we had all of last year. 

“We are getting a lot of people who 
are having to move into rented 
accommodation because they have 
lost their home. But often the land¬ 
lord won’t let them take their pets.” 

The pet charities are also facing 
massive funding shortfalls as the 
recession bites. 

A spokesperson for the Green 
Wicket Animal Sanctuary said: ‘We 
are not getting any donations, or 
very, very few.” 


And all this pressure comes right 
in the middle of kitten season, when 
cats which have not been neutered 
are being delivered to sanctuaries 
complete with a litter of kittens. 

Ruth Punyer, founder of Rolvenden 
Cat Rescue, said: “We are having so 
many abandoned cats we even fear 
picking up the phone now. 

“People are walking their dogs 
finding a litter of kittens or a card¬ 
board box with them just dumped in 
woodlands, and the vets are having 
lots handed in. 

“It’s a total headache - it’s very dis¬ 
tressing actually.” 

But Mrs Punyer worries that some 
people are using the downturn as a 
pretext for mistreating animals. 

She said: “I think people use the 
economic climate as an excuse. I 
don’t think it’s a legitimate reason 
for dumping a cat.” 

Sanctuaries recommend taking out 
pet insurance to reduce the burden 
of unexpected vet bills, neutering or 
spaying pets to avoid unwanted off¬ 
spring and microchipping animals so 
they can be returned.

“That sort of thing’s alright.” 

He added that drama and colour 
had always been a key part of going to 
church, and that the arts centre 
would be a fantastic addition to St 
Mary’s. 

“Someone stopped me in the street 
the other day and told me they were 
writing to the council to stop them 
putting an arts centre in my church”, 
he revealed. “But we are in partner¬ 
ship with Ashford council to create an 
arts base. And the church will remain 
a place of worship. 

“It should always be remembered 
that good liturgy is good theatre.” 

The plan includes underfloor heat¬ 
ing, an eco-friendly system that uses 
rainwater in a sewerage system, and 
seating for up to 500 people. 

Ashford council’s arts development 
officer Chris Dixon said: “There is a 
demand for a good arts space in 
Ashford. We want give a focus for the 
arts in Ashford, a place where people 
can display their skills and talents.”

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Vllagers in Dark Ages' 
as broadband crashes 


BT 'no idea of 
problem's scale'

THOUSANDS of people in three 
villages have been hit by an inter¬ 
net drought so mysterious even BT 
doesn’t know what’s going on. 

Villagers in Pluckley, Smarden and Egerton 
have been complaining for weeks about the ter¬ 
ribly poor broadband signal they have been get¬ 
ting on their computers. 

Reception is so bad in some areas that neigh¬ 
bours have been inviting deprived friends into 
their home to check e-mails and look for bar¬ 
gains on auction website e-Bay. 

Hotel and restaurant owner Jeff Moody runs 
Elvey Farm in Pluckley. He has had no connec¬ 
tion since last Monday and says it feels like 
being back in the Dark Ages. 

He said: “We’ve been told by BT that it’s a lux¬ 
ury item, but it’s essential to businesses these 
days. We just can’t do without it. 

“It’s amazing really. Five years ago I wouldn’t 
have really been that concerned, but today I 
have to have broadband. 

“The way people have pulled together in the 
three villages has been terrific. People have 


been even handing out leaflets telling others 
where they can get some temporary internet.” 

Mr Moody insisted he told BT that the prob¬ 
lem is probably with the “exchange” in Pluckley, 
which houses electrical equipment to receive 
broadband - but had been told an engineer 
would look at his supply within a week. 

“If we were without gas or electricity, some¬ 
one would be round like a shot to get it fixed”, 
he added. 

Pluckley parish council clerk Jackie Grebby 
insists BT has no idea about the full scale of the 
problem. 

She said: “They are completely blase about it. 
People I know have just been told to get a new 


router, but the problem’s been here for a long 
time. Some have slow connections, some have 
none at all. There is obviously something wrong 
at the exchange. 

“I opened the Egerton Telecottage as a 
makeshift internet cafe last week, for people to 
use”, she added. “I printed out notices telling 
people to come along if they need to. Some peo¬ 
ple have perfect connections and they’ve been 
inviting people to use their computers.” 

A BT spokeswoman said service had been 
restored to the area, on Friday afternoon. But a 
call to Elvey Farm revealed it hadn’t been. 

On Monday she again insisted everything 
was fine. 


Lane a road again 

VILLAGERS in Kenardington are 
delighted after Ashford council agreed to 
change the name of one of its highways 
back to its original name. 

Signs appeared on the village road in 
2006 bearing the name Church Lane. 
Locals were surprised, as it had always 
been known as Church Road. 

They organised a petition with 127 sig¬ 
natures and sent it to Ashford counci, 
who agreed after consultation that the 
name should to be changed back. 

Fire wrecks barn 

A HAY bam at a farm in Aldington has 
been totally destroyed by fire. 

The blaze broke out in the early hours 
of Monday morning at the building situ¬ 
ated close to Aldington Church. 

Martin Boulden, from Court Lodge 
Farm, said: “The fire brigade were here 
from 5am. I could hear the cracking of 
the roof from the fire.” 

The cause of the fire, which destroyed 
230 tonnes of hay, is unknown.

Gentle giant Peter is on the 
mend after hospital ordeal

THE gentle giant of Brabourne is 
back serving the community, just as 
he has done for more than three 
decades. 

But it was a close call for Peter Clayton, 65, 
who cheated death thanks to the skills of sur¬ 
geons and an unsung army of blood donors. 

Recovering at home after almost six weeks at 
the William Harvey Hospital, he has praised the 
staff and in particular the Blood Transfusion 
Service. 

He said: “They say to donors ‘save a life, give 
blood’, and they did just that and saved mine. 
Without their generosity I wouldn’t be here 
today. I was an enthusiastic donor for years 
until medication stopped me, so I would encour¬ 
age all to sign up. Saving a life is a bit special

and it could be your own.” 

Mr Clayton had been sent for blood tests by 
his GP after suffering dizzy spells and muscle 
fatigue. Results brought an urgent call to acci¬ 
dent and emergency as he was found to be dan¬ 
gerously anaemic. 

His haemoglobin, which carries oxygen round 
the body in red blood cells, had plummeted to a 


count of five when the healthy figure is between 
12 and 17. They were worrying times for his 
family including wife Lynette, three daughters 
and grandchildren, as he fought to survive. 

After diagnosis, a detailed examination con¬ 
firmed Mr Clayton had internal bleeding. 

“During all the investigations I was having 
regular blood transfusions to replace that being 
lost. I received a total of 50 units of O Rhesus 
Negative - one of the less usual groups. 

“I cannot praise the staff at the William 
Harvey enough. It was like being looked after by 
my own family. I’m home and although still 
anaemic, am grateful to all for their thoughts as 
they followed my progress.” 

Now he is slowly picking up the threads of vil¬ 
lage life again. He has been on the parish coun¬ 
cil for almost 30 years and chairman for nine, 
sits on the village hall, playing fields, and village 
fete committees, and is a member of Ashford 
Pilgrims Hospice’s fundraising committee. 


HISTORIC PRINTS RIDING THE RESCUE 


A pair of historic prints - one showing the only 
survivor of a British retreat from Afghanistan and 
the other depicting a cavalry charge in the 
Napoleonic Wars - are to go on sale to raise funds 
for a community centre. 

The military scenes, both autographed, are being 
sold this week to raise funds for a drop-in centre 
at Sellindge village hall. 

They were valued at £5,000 when originally 
purchased, but collector Mervyn Doel has donated 
them to raise funds for the centre. The prints 
show the last survivor of the British Army which 
retreated from Kabul in 1842; while the other fea¬ 
tures the charge of the Scots Greys at Waterloo. 

Remnants of an Army and Scotland Forever are 
the work of one artist, Lady Elizabeth Butler. 

However, an expert would need to to decipher 
the signature on the prints and to ascertain 
whether it is hers. The first shows the only sur¬ 
vivor to make it out of the wilds of Afghanistan 
after a conflict with tribesmen which resulted in 
the massacre of a British Army. 

An account at the time read: "Cut to pieces in 
the snowy mountain passes just seven days after 
the retreat commenced, one man, bloody and torn, 
mounted on a miserable pony, and pursued by 
horsemen, was seen riding furiously across the 
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plains to the British base at Jalalabad." 

That was Dr William Brydon, the sole person to 
tell the tale of the disaster. More than 16,000 peo¬ 
ple had set out on the retreat from Kabul. 

The second print shows the Scots Greys, who 
were said by one eyewitness to have "walked 
over" a whole French infantry column, taking 
3,000 prisoners as a result of the charge. 

During the charge, Sgt Charles Ewart captured 
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the eagle emblem of the French 45th Ligne - the 
most treasured possession of a French regiment 
serving under Emperor Napoelon Bonaparte. 

Drop in centre organiser Michael Garrod is help¬ 
ing to sell the prints. He said: "Mr Doel bought 
them for his retirement as he is interested in histo¬ 
ry. But he has become so impressed with the work 
we are doing he donated them to us to sell to raise 
funds."

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INFRA DIG?: There are 400 names on the waiting list for allotment plots in the borough 

Not enough plots 
for everyone to 
grow their own 


THE trend for people wanting to 
grow their own food has led to a 
severe shortage of allotments. 

There are more than 400 people on the 
waiting list for a plot in the borough but 
Ashford council only has about 400 available. 

The council has a statutory obligation to 
provide garden plots to residents but before 
the recent rise in interest in home grown food, 
many sites were closed or sold off due to lack 
of use. 

Yet demand is now so high that the council 
has decided to halve the size of the strips still 
available. 

A half-plot consists of 125 square metres, 
but even the chances of getting hold of one of 
these is virtually nil. 

Waiting times are hard to predict as new 
spaces only become available when someone 
gives them up or the council takes them back 
because of neglect. 

One allotment owner, who did not want to 
be named, said: “Most applicants seem to be 
based north of the railway in Willesborough 
and Kennington, so efforts should be concen-

trated there.” 

The council does have the power to compul¬ 
sorily purchase land for allotments, but there 
are few urban sites available to purchase and 
limited funds to buy land. 

A strict policy is in place to deal with any 
plots that are being neglected. 

Plot owners pay £38 per year for a full plot. 
If the council feels a piece of land is being neg¬ 
lected, it can give the tenant one month’s 
notice before taking it back. 

Cllr Neil Bell, portfolio holder for environ¬ 
mental services, said: “We have 12 allotment 
sites offering 400 plots in the borough, 
totalling 22 acres of land. 

“Waiting times for allotments vary, but we 
have seen an increase in the number of appli¬ 
cations for plots in the past year as more peo¬ 
ple want to take advantage of the benefits 
that managing an allotment can provide. 

“Torrington Road’s site was taken out of use 
as allotments in the early 1990s and there are 
no plans to reintroduce plots there.” 



Design standards charter 

ASHFORD council has endorsed a scheme to 
ensure future building projects will meet the 
highest possible design standards. 

The proposed design project charter will 
set out principles such as establishing a clear 
project brief, committing to design work¬ 
shops and external design review, and taking 
full account of all costs. 

The executive says it is committed to 
applying the charter to projects where it is 
the lead partner. The charter will now go 
before Ashford’s Future partnership board 
in September so it is applied by each lead 
agency for all projects. 

Cllr John Kemp, portfolio holder for plan¬ 
ning and development, said: “The charter 
sends an important message to investors 
that Ashford is setting and sticking to high 
standards that will create a superb place to 
invest in, helping to drive the town’s econo¬ 
my.”

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Borough's woodland 
among eldest in UK 

A NEW survey of Ashford’s trees has shown 
there are more valuable ancient woodlands in 
the borough than first thought. 

The study tried to identify woods larger than 
two hectares in size. It was decided to carry out 
a revision because the last survey carried out by 
the Nature Conservancy Council in the 1990s 
used technology that was not veiy accurate. 

The project was carried out by Ashford coun¬ 
cil, Natural England, the Forestry Commission 
and the High Weald Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty unit. 

Ashford’s woodland is under increasing pres¬ 
sure as it tries to accommodate the housing and 
development targets set by the Government. 
But despite these pressures, it still has the 
largest area of ancient woodland in the county. 

To qualify as ‘ancient woodland’ an area has 
to be continually wooded for more than 400 
years. Woods continuously coppiced over that 
time, still qualify as ancient woodland because 
of the number of native trees and variety of 
plant and animal species found there. 

About 10 per cent of the borough is covered by 
what is defined as ancient woodland. The more 
accurate analysis, carried out between 2006 
and 2009, has concluded a slight increase of 
354 hectares. 

Some of the biggest threats to the wooded 
habitat include rubbish dumping and over- 
grazing from farm animals. 

Many of the smaller woods are neglected, 
although it is hoped a renewed interest in 
using wood for fuel will mean better manage¬ 
ment in the future.

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Regulator tells water 

firms to drop prices

WATER companies in Kent could be 
forced to slash bills by as much as 
ten per cent over the next five years. 

The industry regulator Ofwat published its 
draft responses to firms’ business plans last 
week, with all five providing water and sewer¬ 
age services in Kent told to either cut or freeze 
the amount they expect customers to pay. 

Homeowners served by South East Water 
could see their bills go down by an average of 
six per cent by 2015 - or from £170 to £160 - 


compared with the £48 increase proposed by 
the company. 

The draft response also calls for Southern 
Water bills to go down by an average of two 
per cent to £373 (£426 proposed), while cus¬ 
tomers served by Veolia Water Southeast - for¬ 
merly Folkestone and Dover Water - could see 
reductions of ten per cent, down to £177 (£226 
proposed). All calculations are before inflation. 

Karen Gibbs, the Consumer Council for Water’s 
policy manager for London and the South 
East, welcomed Ofwat’s recommendations. 

She said: “It looks like good news for cus¬ 
tomers. Ofwat appears to be saying the compa¬ 
nies can deliver good services without having 


to increase bills as much as proposed in their 
business plans. 

“Now the companies and the CCW will have 
to look at where Ofwat has challenged invest¬ 
ment proposals to see how that will impact on 
services and whether it will alter the amount 
spent on what customers see as priority areas. 

“This is the first time the CCW has been 
involved in price setting and we were aware 
huge price increases would not be welcome in 
the current economic climate.” 

Four of Kent’s five water companies released 
statements on Thursday saying they had noted 
Ofwat’s draft response and would consider its 
views ahead of a final decision in November. 


But Thames Water reacted angrily to the 
report. The company wanted to increase its 
average bills by 17 per cent to £356 by 2015 but 
has instead been asked to keep them stable. 
Chief executive David Owens said: “Initial 
indications suggest the draft may not allow us 
to deliver what customers want. 

“For example, this means we won’t be able to 
reduce leakage at all over the next five years.” 

Ofwat chief executive Regina Finn said: “We 
understand times are hard and have listened 
to customers. They want a safe, reliable water 
supply at reasonable cost. Our decisions allow 
well-run companies to invest in the right place 
at the right time for the right price.”

Michelle, 38, who lives near the pair in 
Walderslade, had a cancerous mole 
removed when she was 20. 

After being told the cancer hadn’t 
spread, she went on to marry Gary and 


have a daughter, Grace, now eight, but in 
spring 2005 Michelle found a lump in her 
groin and investigations revealed the 
cancer had returned. 

Despite surgery to remove 22 lymph 
nodes, Michelle has now been told the 
cancer has spread to her brain and the 
future looks uncertain. 

The two friends - who admit they are 
not natural-bom runners - will run the 
Cancer Research UK event on Sunday, 
September 27, in the picturesque 
grounds of the castle, near Maidstone. 


Adam, 43, an IT support analyst, said: 
“I admit I’m not the most active person. 
Training for the 10k is the first real exer¬ 
cise I’ve undertaken in more than ten 
years, which goes some way to showing 
how important this is to me.” 

Cancer Research UK’s Run 10k is one 
of a series of 43 fundraising events in the 
UK this autumn. It is hoped 2,000 partic¬ 
ipants will enter the Maidstone event to 
hit the fundraising target of £138,654.

A dispiriting time in a supermarket queue sparks a nostalgic craving for imperfection 



Human interaction has been 
stolen by modem technology 


JUDGING humanity while in a 
queue at Tesco is not the most life- 
affirming activity but this week I 
found myself - plastic-packeted 
houmous, rocket salad and avocado 
in hand - in that very position. 

It amazes me that we seem to have stripped 
day-to-day life of human interaction. 

We have reached the end of the self-service 
decade - in banks, supermarkets, in the driver’s 
seat, on buses, while juggling our iPhones, MP3s, 
sat-navs and other unfathomable electronic 
gadgets that tell us whether we need to take 
more steps, eat more fruit, turn left, breathe... 

“Please insert your credit or debit card” 
comes from eight checkouts, while a bland- 
sounding robot with no discemable accent 
drones “incorrect item” in the bagging area, 
while one girl (who cannot be more than 16 
but is very much alive) sits as a puppet- 
master, chewing gum, watching over these 


automatic time-saving machines. It won’t scan 
your pasta salad, madam? Please enter 
authentication code. The machine under¬ 
stands the barcode. 

This march of technology has become more 
of a sprint. I remember at the end of the 1990s, 
in sixth form, a friend telling me that her 
phone could send texts (TEXTS?) if you just 
typed what you wanted to say on the screen. 

In a very short space of time we have become 
nothing more than ASL, CYAL8R, B4N. 

We scan our own salads, marvel at paying in 
cheques through a shiny silver slot, interact 
with each other through a series of scrambled 
letters and numbers. Why? To save time, of 
course! But time for what? 

A week ago I stood at London Bridge station, 
where a sign told me I must buy my ticket 
before boarding or run a gauntlet of fines. 

Drivers no longer chat, take your money or 
comment on the weather. They drive. That is 
their title and that is what they do. 

I asked a question about my stop and the 
driver (note, no conductors anymore, automat¬ 


ic devices can save a year’s salary) said “The 
bus will tell you”. Minutes later, far too close to 
a man who had never heard of deodorant, I 
find the bus speaks. Again, that blandest of 
accents warns you when your stop is near. 

Soon the buses will be driverless, navigating 
the city’s streets using magnets embedded in 
the road. Passengers will determine their pick¬ 
up point using Bluetooth technology. And that 
is not Orwellian thinking. That is fact. 

And so I wonder what it would be like to go 
back a decade, before the internet (how did we 
ever do anything before that?) before mobile 
phones, before everything had been over¬ 
complicated in an effort to over-simplify. 

Progress is unending and corresponds to our 
view that we are endlessly perfectible. 

Yet from my position in the supermarket 
queue, I would choose imperfection in the 
blink of an eye.

How long has the business been open? 

About three months. We wanted to open in Ashford 
because we think that there is good potential in the town 
for the sort of concept that we offer.

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What are kids doing 
in school all day? 


I read the blog on tutoring by Gary 
Wright with interest and I feel I 
should address a couple of points. 
Firstly he’s worried about the safety 
of tutors. I can inform him that they 
have recently been asked to cough 
up £64 for a registration scheme 
that includes police checks. 

However, what guarantee of 
security is that? All it proves is 
that the person hasn’t been caught 
yet. The best way to make sure 
your child is safe is not to treat 
the tutor like a glorified babysit¬ 
ter, but to make sure you are pres¬ 
ent or at least within earshot for 
your child’s lessons.

I would not be in gainful 
employment if it wasn’t for the 
deplorable state of the greater part 
of our country’s education system.

When schools (even grammar 
schools) have young and inexperi¬ 
enced teaching staff it is little wonder 
that parents opt to spend their own 
hard money to help their children.

Stay safe in the sun 


6 . 


As soon as the warm weather arrives 
we all want to go out and enjoy it - 
and why shouldn't we? We all spend far 
too much time in air conditioned offices 
gazing wistfully out of the window. 

But whether we are enjoying some sun in 
the Med or in our back garden we still 
need to protect ourselves. 

Skin cancer is one of the most common 
cancers in the UK. Right now, around 
1,700 people are being treated for 
malignant melanoma and other skin 
cancers in the eastern and coastal 
Kent region. 


Cover skin with clothing giving 
good protection - examples are 
longsleeved shirts and loose 
clothing with a close weave. 

7. Seek shade, but remember sunburn 
can occur even when in partial 
shade or when cloudy. 

8 . Wear wrap-around sunglasses. 

9. Remember certain prescribed drugs, 
medicines, foods, cosmetics and plant 
materials can also make people more 
sensitive to sunlight. 

Coping with sunburn 


Be prepared for 
a heatwave 


IT'S not just the sun that can be our foe 
as well as our friend. Continued 
humidity, especially during a heatwave, 
can be dangerous too. 

The heat can affect anyone, but some 
people run a greater risk of serious 
harm, especially the very young, older 
people and those with serious illnesses. 

It can make heart and respiratory 
problems worse and in extreme cases can 
lead to heat stroke, which can be fatal. 

To stay safe: 


15 . Drink cold drinks like water or fruit 
juice regularly and avoid tea, coffee 
and alcohol. 

16 . Stay tuned to the weather forecast 
and plan ahead with supplies - 
think of elderly neighbours who 
may need help with supplies. 

17 . Identify the coolest room in the 
house to cool down or sleep in. 

18 . People with respiratory problems 
should stay inside during the hottest 
part of the day. 



Most skin cancers are caused by 
damage from sunburn and could easily 
be prevented. 

1. Apply sunblocks or sunscreens with 
high sun protection factors (at least 
factor 15). 


Sunburn is when your skin overheats 
and becomes red and painful and may 
later peel or blister. 

If you get sunburn: 

• Cool the skin down by dabbing it 
with a cool, wet towel or tissue. 


2. Take extra care with children - use 
factor 30 plus. For babies use factor 
50 plus. 


_ 3. Apply generously and reapply 

frequently, especially after activities 
such as swimming or towelling. 



Wear a wide-brimmed hat to 
reduce exposure to the face, eyes, 
head and neck. 

Limit the amount of time you spend 
in the sun, particularly between 
11am and 3pm. 


• If really bad, take a quick cold shower. 

• Don't go back into the sun until 
you've healed. 

• Drink plenty of fluids to replace the 
water lost through sweating and to 
cool down. 

• Apply calamine or after-sun lotion. 

• For adults, painkillers such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen can help 
relieve pain and reduce swelling.

Enjoy your barbeque 
in safety 


WHAT better way to enjoy a balmy 
evening than some healthy barbecue 
food with friends? 

Just don't become one of the 965 cases of 
people in east Kent turned up at accident 
and emergency with food poisoning last 
year - that doesn't include those who 
suffered nasty fire-related injuries either! 

When you're cooking on a barbecue, 
make sure you: 

19 . Place your barbecue on a level 
surface, away from plants and 
trees. 

20 . Cover the bottom of your barbecue 
with coal to a depth of no more 
than 5cm (2in). 

21 . Use only recognised firelighters 
or starter fuel, and then only on 
cold coals. 

22 . Wait until coals are glowing red 
with a powdery grey surface before 
you start cooking. 

Wash your hands every time you 
touch raw meat and keep it 
separate from other foods. 

Properly thaw frozen meat before 
you cook it. 

Turn meat regularly and move 
it around the barbecue to cook 
it evenly. 

Remember that meat is safe to eat 
only when it is piping hot in the 
centre, there is no pink meat visible 
and the juices are clear. 

Keep prepared food in the fridge 
wherever possible and don't leave 
it out in the sun.

Avoid bringing back the 
worst kind of souvenir 


A sexually transmitted infection (STI) or 
unintended pregnancy can be the worst 
kind of souvenir to bring home. Last 
year, more than 2,500 sexually 
transmitted infections were diagnosed in 
east Kent genitourinary medicine clinics. 

28 . Always buy a pack of condoms in 
addition to your normal 
contraception. 

29 . Vomiting, diarrhoea, and some 
medicines, including some 
antibiotics and some anti-malaria 
drugs can make the contraceptive 
pill and some contraceptive 
implants less effective so always use 
a condom to help protect against 
pregnancy and STIs. 

30 . Only buy condoms with the CE 
mark on the packet. 

31 . Keep condoms away from 
oil-based products such as suntan 
lotion, baby oil and lipstick. 

32 . Store condoms in a cool, 
dry place.

Have fun outdoors

For most people, stings and bites from 
insects are painful but harmless. However, 
if you also experience symptoms 
anywhere else you may be having an 
allergic reaction and should seek 
emergency medical treatment. 

33 . Remove the sting as soon as possible 
with your fingers or tweezers. 

34 . Bee stings have a poisonous sac so 
take care not to puncture it as you 
remove the sting. 

35 . Wash the area with soap and water. 

36 . Put a cold flannel on the area. 

37 . Raise the part of the body that 

has been stung or bitten to prevent 
swelling. 

38 . Use a spray, or cream, containing 
local anaesthetic or antihistamine on 
the affected area to help prevent 
itching and swelling. 

39 . Take painkillers, such as 
paracetamol (if the sting or bite is 
very painful). 

40 . Don't scratch the area, as it may 
become infected. 

41 . Consult your GP if redness and 
itching does not clear up after 
48 hours.

When art imitated life

MY lungs were on fire as 
I forced one foot in front 
of the other. If exhaus¬ 
tion didn’t get me, a bear 
might. 

Not that I’d seen one on my 
hour-long hike through the 
Canadian wilderness, but with 
plenty of warnings about such 
beasts in the area I couldn’t be 
too careful. 

With lungs gasping for breath, 
I reached my destination: the 
source of the waterfall - a sheer 
stone wall, water bubbling 
through the gap at its base. 

The hike had seemed simple 
until I realised we were 7,200 
feet above sea level. As Ben 
Nevis is about 4,000 feet, it’s lit¬ 
tle wonder I found it a struggle. 

Based at peaceful Mount 
Engadine Lodge, half an hour’s 
drive from one of Canada’s most 
beautiful towns, Canmore, I was 
relieved to see our hosts had 
bear-spray ready to ward off 
unwanted gatecrashers. 

If you want a break from civili¬ 
sation, it’s the perfect retreat. 

After two days of picture- 
postcard views, I headed for 
Rafter Six Ranch Resort, 
between Calgary and Banff, for a 
horse-ride to remember. 

This three-and-a-half-hour

trek over tricky terrain made for 
a memorable, albeit taxing, 
experience. 

The following day was the 
summer solstice, a time for try¬ 
ing new things, as our yoga 
guide told us. 

Icefield Tours, about two 
hours’ drive from the heart of 
Banff, offers helicopter rides 
over some of the world’s most 
breathtaking scenery and I was 
keen to try heli-yoga. 

Our guide Martha was a trib¬ 
ute to the power of yoga. She 
turned 50 that week but could 
have passed for mid-30s. 

The helicopter flew over aqua¬ 
marine lakes and a sea of trees 
framed by the Rockies until we 
touched down in a deserted field 
that would have looked at home 
in Little House On The Prairie. 

It was an unlikely setting in 
which to be practising back- 
arches or ‘saluting the sun’. 

While having lunch by a bab¬ 
bling stream, I realised this was 
one of those rare trips which, 
unlike some of my yoga moves, 
was perfectly balanced. 

I may not have dropped a 
decade like my yoga guru did, 
but days there nudged my clock 
back a few weeks.

Call for regulation of 
buy-to-let investors 

IN a recent poll of 550 mortgage brokers, 
more than half of respondents said they 
would like to see buy-to-let regulated by 
the Financial Services Authority 

A total of 54 per cent expressed that 
view in the light of the current property 
prices situation 

Research from mortgage specialist, 
Exact, also revealed that 63 per cent of 
brokers estimated that more than 75 per 
cent of their buy-to-let clients were ama¬ 
teur investors. 

For two out of five respondents, the 
percentage soared to more than 90 per 
cent of amateur landlords. 

Exact’s managing director, Alan 
Cleary, is of the opinion that the ready 
mortgage finance and credit that existed 
until 2007 made it too easy for amateurs 
“without a commercial head on their 
shoulders” to enter the market. 

He said: “It was a mistake to assume 
that because buy-to-let was viewed as a 
commercial endeavour, it could be left 
unregulated. 

“The number of amateur landlords in 
the private rented sector with sizeable 
portfolios now well under water is proof 
of the fact.” 

Don't miss out on cash 
help for first-timers 

FIRST-time buyers are being urged not 
to miss out on a share of £3.4 million 
which can help them on to the property 
ladder. 

The money includes £1.7 million of 
Government funding for an initiative 
aimed at reducing the cost of homebuy¬ 
ing and must be allocated before the end 
of this year. 

“The scheme is called HomeBuy Direct 
and it dramatically reduces the initial 
purchase cost of a house and improves 
your chance of owning your own home,” 
said Tim Nabbs, sales director for Ward 
Homes. 

“We have around £1.7 million of 
Government funding, together with our 
own contribution of £1.7 million, which 
totals £3.4 million that has to be spent 
on HomeBuy Direct this year. 

“I would advise people to come and 
talk to us to find out if they are eligible 
and we can answer any queries and help 
with the paperwork.” 

The scheme is open to a range of peo¬ 
ple who don’t own their own home. 

Households eligible will be earning 
more than £15,000 and less than 
£60,000.

HOME-SELLERS raised their 
asking prices this month to meet 
increased demand from buyers, 
according to the operator of the 
UK’s biggest residential property 
website. 

The average cost of a home rose 0.6 per cent 
to £227,864 after falling 0.4 per cent in June, 
Rightmove said in a statement. 

The housing market is showing signs of 
recovery from the worst economic contraction 
in a generation after officials rescued banks 
and started printing money. 

“With growing confidence that we’ve passed 
the bottom, buyers are more active, although 
they may discover that many of the best buys 
have gone,” Miles Shipside, commercial direc¬ 
tor of Rightmove, said in the statement. 

Seven of ten regions tracked by Rightmove 
rose this month. 

The average number of properties available 
for sale at each estate agent fell to 70 per cent 
from 71 in June. 

At the same time the number of people look¬ 
ing at property listings on the site is “much 
higher than we would expect” for this time of 
year, Rightmove said. 

UK mortgage approvals rose to 43,414 in 
May, up from 27,000 in November, the least 
since Bank of England data began a decade 
ago. 

The reading is still about a third less than at 
the start of 2008. 

The Bank of England has cut the bench¬ 
mark interest rate to a record low of 0.5 per 
cent and is buying £125 billion of bonds with 
newly-created money to ease lending strains. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has spent bil¬ 
lions of pounds rescuing banks. 


LOWER house prices should be good news for 
first-time buyers, but research shows that to 
secure a mortgage, they need an average 
deposit of £32,000. 

Since the onset of the credit crunch almost 
two years ago, lenders have significantly tight¬ 
ened their lending criteria and the number of 
deals has been dwindling. 

The best deals are saved for those with a 
hefty deposit - at least 25 per cent of buyers. 

Research from moneysupermarket.com, the 
price comparison website, shows that some 13 
per cent of 18 to 34 year olds are now thinking 
about buying their first home. 


‘With only seven volume lenders remaining 
in the lending game, including three 
Government-backed institutions that are pri¬ 
oritising their balance sheets over new lend¬ 
ing, we are set to bump along the bottom for 
some time yet,” Mr Shipside said. 

The economy will grow 0.5 per cent next 
year, up from a previous forecast for a 0.1 per 


However, just 25 per cent of potential buyers 
have saved a deposit, which leaves three- 
quarters wondering where the money will 
come from. Many are relying on the ‘bank of 
mum and dad’. 

The figures show 16 per cent are thinking 
about taking out a loan to cover the cost of the 
deposit, but Louise Cuming, head of mort¬ 
gages at moneysupermarket.com, warns that 
this is risky. 

Ms Cuming said: “Taking out a loan to pay 
for a mortgage deposit is a dangerous move 
and must be avoided, even if it means you 
have to delay buying your first home.”

The latest figures from the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders show that mortgage lend¬ 
ing improved in May. 

However, the number of home loans was still 
28 per cent lower than it was this time last 
year.

Despite a Seat grille and some styling 
tweaks, it can’t help looking like a ‘dodgy Audi’ 
or suffering from the A4’s relatively cramped 
rear seating. But this is quibbling when com¬ 
pared with the benefits: pricing, peerless build 
quality, safety, reliability, a high quality cabin 
- ported over from the even more premium A4 
Cabriolet rather than the saloon/estate - a 
decent boot and a terrific drive. 

The last deserves most praise; Seat engi¬ 
neers chose to change the sporty chassis set¬ 
up of the Audi, which could be irritatingly firm 
in everyday use. There is still a Sport option, 
but our test car had Seat’s standard set-up, 
which delivers a refined ride and responsive 
handling even on challenging roads. 

Our mid-range SE spec car, with its entry 
level 2.0-litre 143PS/141bhp turbodiesel 
(£18,340) and six-speed gearbox also 
impressed with its liveliness, excellent cabin 
refinement and motorway composure - it 
should also average more than 50mpg. 

Equipment levels are lavish, with our SE 
including cruise control, iPod/MP3 port, 
Bluetooth phone connectivity and voice con¬ 
trol, rain sensing wipers, dual-zone climate 
control and smart alloys.

BMW and its charismatic badge enjoy the most aspirational image 
with buyers and much credit goes to the 5-Series - a big car yet 
famed for its handling.

Golf Course last week left Barham with a 
mountain to climb to make the cut. He card¬ 
ed a five-over-par 78 which included drop¬ 
ping three shots on the final two holes. 

The second round saw an improvement as 
he carded a one-under-par round of 72 but 
he still finished well adrift of the cut. 

With just nine events of the season 
remaining, Barham is in need of a couple of 
strong results to put his year back on track. 
His best finish this season is a tied 35th in 


the BMW PGA Championship in May. 

Last season Barham was in a similar 
position coming into the final quarter of 
the year and is no stranger to performing 
under pressure. 

He eventually finished last season 110th 


in the Order of Merit rankings, which was 
largely helped by a tied third place at the 
Russian Open.

Season's best time 
keeps Dobriskey's 
Berlin hopes alive 

LISA Dobriskey increased her chances of 
being selected for the World Athletics 
Championships with a strong performance 
at the London Grand Prix on Saturday. 

The event was the Ashford athlete’s final 
chance to impress the Great Britain squad 
selectors after a leg injuxy saw the 25-year-old 
pull out of the World Trials earlier this month. 

With two places in the 1500m GB team 
up for grabs, Dobriskey had to perform and 
managed to produce one of her best races of 
the season, beating rivals Hannah England 
and Stephanie Twell. 

She crossed the finish line at Crystal 
Palace in third place behind the American 
duo of Anna Willard and Shannon 
Rowberry, with a season’s best time of four 
minutes and eight seconds. 

Devastated 

Dobriskey admitted she would be devas¬ 
tated to miss the World Championships, 
but is glad she has been able to overcome 
injury and compete again. 

She told Yourashford: “I am just glad to be 
able to compete after the injuries I have had. 
It would be hard to miss out on the event 
because it is something I have been looking 
forward to for a long time. It has been such a 
hard a season coming back from Beijing. 

“To be included in the World Championship 
team would more than make up for the season 
I have had battling against injuries. 

“The lucky thing for me was although I 
missed the World Trials I have been able to 
compete and give it a shot. It will be just up to 
the selectors.” 

Dobriskey’s strong performance has given 
the Great Britain selectors a headache with 
fellow 1500m runners Stephanie Twell and 
Hannah England all fighting for places in 
the team.
